Washington Officials Say He 
Defends Foreign Interests, 


England Has Agreed with Ger- 
many on the Unanimity Eule 


For the High Commision. 


Washington, 
April 
13—Admiral 


Kautz's actions in Samoa, so far as 
they axe set out in official despatches 
and in newspaper reports, 
are 
fully 


approved. 
He was instructed by the 


last mail steamer from Auckland to 
avoid needless colissions, but to pro- 
tect property and life until the three 
treaty powers decided how to deal with 
the situation. No further instructions 
have been sent him and if any go for- 
ward by cable within the next 24 hours, 
which is the limit of time available if 
the outgoing steamer is to be caught 
at Auckland, they will be simply a 
repetition of original orders. The dp- 
partment officials point out that from 
the accounts so far received the Ad- 
miral appears to have acted in con- 
junction with the British forces only 
in pursuance of a policy of defence of 
foreign interests. It is expected he 
will not abate his efforts to secure a 
restoration of peace and it is prob- 
able when the high commsision ar- 
rives at Apia it will find its work 
facilities through the suppression of 
the rebellion. 
, 


Great Britain Agrees. 


Berlin, April 13—-This morning Baron 


Von Buelow announced that 
Great 


Britain has at last agreed to unanimity 
rule, and the commission will there- 
fore proceed to Samoa without delay. 


The Germans Suspicious. 


Washington, April 13.—Both the Brit- 


ish and German embassies here last 
night received long cablegrams from 
their foreign offices, reporting on the 
developments in Samoa. 
That from 


London was from the British consul at 
Apia, and said that the casualties were 
one British offlcer killed and two or 
three American officers killed and five 
American sailors wounded, with two 
English sailors wounded. The purport 
of the German dispatch is not known. 
It reached here about 8 o'clock, and took 
an hour and a half to decipher. 


The dispatch to the British embassy. 


W«B ia the main a confirmation of the 
facts given in the Associated Press dis- 
patches. 
It was conservative in tone. 


One point of significance to the embassy 
was the fact that it apparently con- 
tradicted a published report of a large 
number of casualties on the side of the 
Joint American-English 
forces. 
An- 


other important point was that it an- 
nounced only one British officer killed. 


The action of Great Britain in ordering 


two more warships to Samoa attracted 
considerable attention, and it was stated, 
that if the British ships are so rein- 
forced, Germany would take similar 
steps and augment her naval repre- 
sentation ill those waters to meet any 
possible contingency. 
So far, however, 


no action looking to reinforcing the 
United States naval forces there has 
been taken. 
The view is held in Ger- 


man circles that much of the delay In 
settling the Samoan troubles, as well as 
the grave aspect the matter has as- 
eumed, ia due to a desire on the part at 
Great Britain to bring about an alliance 
with the United States, 


The acute situation in Samoa gave rise 


to grave apprehension among United 
States officials early yesterday, but the 
conclusion was reached, as the depart- 
ments closed, that the situation is one 
that will yield to sensible and cool treat- 
ment, if all the parties to the Berlin 
treaty are sincere in an effort to prevent 
further trouble. 
As put by a cabinet 


officer, the killing of the sailors has not 
materially changed the general problem, 
though it has undoubtedly added to the 
difficulty of dealing with the specific 
situation. 


The only official news received touch- 


ing the last incident was contained in 
Admiral Kautz's cablegram. 
The sec- 


retary said that no additional instruc- 
tions were to be sent by him to the ad- 
miral. 
The secretary of state, however, 


has been told that he Is at liberty to 
forward any instruction* to the ad- 
miral that he may deem necessary, but 
that if he concludes to do so, he must 
net immediately, as the mall steamer 
leaves the nearest cable point for Apia 
today.

While the Germans are anxious and 


our officials are willing that the start 
should be made on the 19th, Great Britatn 
insists on proceeding wi.h dolibexation, 
allowing full time for instructions to the 
British commander by mail and not by 
cable. This, of course, would make it, 
Impossible for the commission to leave 
In a body this month. To overcome this 
stand by the British foreign office a sug- 
gestion has been made that the appoint- 
ment of an umpire, which is one of the 
points still in dispute, be settled after 
the commissioners sta.rt. If this is agreed 
to th« commission can get away, though 
with some branches of its instructions 
Incomplete. The remaining features, in- 
cluding that as to how a decision shall 
be made, and in what ease an umpirn 
shall be called in, would be forwarded to 
them later. In the meantime they could 
be making their preliminary examina- 
tions, the final decisions being reserved 
jntil complete instructions were in hand. 
Fhis German proposal does not meet with 
favor among the British officials, who 
have determined that the British com- 
missioner, Mr. Eliot, shall not leave un- 
til his functions can be exactly defined. 


Rose Was Too Hasty. 


London, April 33.—The outbreak in 


Bamoa, just when the powers had agreed 
upon the appointment of a commission 
to settle the difficulties there, has caused 
great annoyance and disappointment 
at the foreign office here, where it is 
regarded as mailing the already serious 
complications still graver. 
"While they 


have difficulty in expressing a definite 
opinion upon the fresh developments, 
It is acknowledged that the foreign office 
officials think it has been manifested 
that there has been hasty and aggres- 
eive acLion upon the part of German 
Consul Rose. Although he may have 
many technical reasons for the part he 
has played in behalf of German in- 
terests, it is s-sserled that he has been 
the prime cause of the fresh outbreak, 
which, it is added, will necessarily great- 
ly embarrass the endeavors which the 
three powers are making to restore a 
satisfactory and amicable state of af- 
fairs. 


The foreign office officials appear to 


think that it was obviously the duty 
of the three consuls to uphold the de- 
cision of the supreme court, which, ac- 
cording to the telegrams received, de- 
cided to reinstate Tanus In place of the 
provisional government, and that the 
action of Herr Rose in Issuing a counter- 
proclamation supporting the rebellious 
faction could not but have .a disastrous 
effect, as sttwn by the fighting described 
in yesterday's dispatches.

gish in movement, while the black snake 
is intensely rapid 
The latter will cir- 


cle around his foe and with a sudden 
dart gra&p the venomous reptile by the 
neck. EO that it has no chance to use 
its poisonous fangs, and quickly squeeze 
it to death 
A hog, especially if fat 


gnffers no danger from the rattlesnake. 
He will march boldly up to the coiled 
reptile, allow himself to be struck in 
his jowls once, twice or three times, cs 
the case may be, and will then calmly 
proceed to swallow tho reptile without 
concern. The reason for the hog's im- 
munity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so minute and infrequent on 
his cheeks, where fat is predominant, 
that they fail to take up the poison and 
carry it through the porcine system. 
Hogs have been used in droves to clear 
some of the islands of the southern seas 
of poisonous reptiles and have proved 
successful. 


By remembering two simple facts any 


one can distinguish a poisonsous serpent 
from a harmless one. The venomous 
reptile invariably possesses a triangular- 
ly shaped head and a blunt nose, while 
his tail id correspondingly blunt and 
stubby. Any snake that tapers srnooth- 
Ij from the middle of its body to the tip 
of its nose and to the tip of its tail as 
well, growing slender in a gradual and 
regular manner, is absolutely devoid of 
venom.—New Ycrk Press,

TRIP UP THE 


Minister Loomis Writes of Inte- 


rior Venezuela's Resources. 


MINES AEE EIOH IK IBOH AND GOLD. 


the Hirer !• Twenty Mile* Wide »t 


Urn Month, but Loie« Half lu Width 
FWtf Mile* Up-American Compa- 
ny'* Concuiilon In the Valler—Soil 
Very Fertile. 


The Hon. frank B. Loomis, minister 


to Venezuela, who recently made a Uip 
np the Orinoco and along part of tha 
north coast of that country in the Unit- 
ed States gunboat Wilmington, has sent 
an interesting account of the voyage to 
the state department. He says in part.- 


"'The Orinoco river is about 20 miles 


wide at its mouth and flows over nn im- 
mense bar, which it took us an hour to 
clear. The muddy waters of the river 
project many miles seaward and are 
noticeable about the time land is sight- 
ed. There are no steering niarka or 
lights or lighthouses on this coast of 
Venezuela. 
The river loses half its 


width about 50 miles above the Boca 
Grande, and the banks on either side, 
very low throughout the delta region, 
are thickly covered with trees and 
plants. The tropical vegetation is sump- 
tuously beautiful. 


"I made a point of stopping wherever 


there were any considerable American 
interests near the Orinoco. The first 
place of this character was Manoa. the 
eeat of the Imataca mines. These come 
out aJmost to the water's edge at Ma- 
noa, which is situated on the Irnataca 
river, about five miles above its con- 
fluence with the Orinoco. The mines aro 
rich in iron ore of a very desirable qual- 
ity, and there is at this time a fight 
over their possession in the Venzuelan 
couits. 


"Santa Catalina, an ancient hamlet 


on the Santa Catalina river, three miles 
from its junction with the Orinoco, ia 
the headquarters of the Orinoco Com- 
pany, limited, an American company 
which has a concession from the Vene- 
zuelan government authorizing it to ex- 
ploit some 3, OQO square miles of terri- 
tory in the Orinoco valley. The com- 
pany has erected a large frame building 
at Santa Catalina, which it uses' as of- 
fices and living rooms for its officers. 
Much work in the way of research and 
exploration has been accomplished, but 
no organized efforts at colonization have 
been made. The main product from the 
lands of the Orinoco company at present 
is balata, a snbstitute for rubber. There 
are great possibilities for work and 
wealth on the concession of the Orinoco 
company, and there is every reason to 
think that the mineral deposits are va- 
ried and rich. The soil is extremely fer- 
tile and the climate as agreeable as it is 
anywhere in this part of the country. 
The Orinoco company has a capital 
stock of $80,000,000. 


"The first town of consequence at 


which we stopped was Barrancas, about 
half way between the month of the 
Orinoco and Ciudad Bolivar. It is also 
near the month of the Macareo, a delta 
stream which enters the gn]f of Paria. 
not a great distance from Port of 
Spain and which furnishes the only 
practicable inland route for river steam- 
ers from Pert of Spain to Orinoco. Bar- 
rancaa is of some commercial interest, 
for the reason that it is an assembling 
and shipping point for cattle, most of 
which are sent to Cuba. This trade has 
come into being since the war. 
. 
"The Wilmington also stopped at St. 


Felis, a town of some 2,000 inhabitants, 
six or eight hours from Barrancas in 
the direction of Ciudad Bolivar. This 
is the point of departure from the river 
for persons bound for the El Callao gold 
mining district. It is stated that moro 
than $40,000,000 in gold has been ship- 
ped from St. Felix in recent years. 
There has been for several years little 
activity in this region, but there are 
indications that a revival of interest is 
at hand, and American capitalists are 
trying to get from the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment a concession giving them au- 
thority to build a railroad from St. 
Felix to the goldflelds, some 15 miles 
distant. 
When this road is built, it 


will be one of the most profitable in 
South America, for all the traffic to 
and from the mines will have to pass 
over it and the region will develop rap- 
idly when it has communication by rail 
with the outside world. 


"At Guanta, the port for Barcelona, 


which is 12 miles inland, we found the 
president of the state awaiting us. He 
was entertained on the Wilmington and 
one of the Colt automatic guns wag 
fired for his diversion. This gun, firing 
some 500 shots a minute, produced a 
vivid impression here, as it did else- 
where. I made a point of having this 
gun fired any time thore were any 
army officials on board, anil the result 
is that an orde> has been gent to the 
United States for several of them. This 
is the first order for artillery that has 
been sent to the United States by tho 
Venezuelan government for a very long 
time.

IT WAS NOT TOO UATE. 


A •tory of Earopeaa Diplomacy a»d 


Our Civil War. 


Tbe Outlook gives an interesting 


story of tbe Spanish administration, 
when, during our civil war, tbe Emperor 
Napoleon formed the ingenious plan of 
uniting European nations in a change 
of the international law governing 
blockades. Tbe admiralty law of the 
world at present extends the jurisdic- 
tion of any nation for one marine league 
from its shores. If, therefore, any block- 
ade runner could get within three milea 
of Jamaica, Cuba or Porto Rico, he 
was safe from any interference from 
our blockading fleet. 


Napoleon proposed that, instead of 


one league, the limit of local sovereignty 
should be extended to three leagues 
from shore, and he persuaded tho Span- 
ish minister to come into his plan. 


Such an extension of neutral limits 


would have greyly hindered the opera- 
tions of our blockading fleets. All the 
negotiations were conducted with great 
secrecy, but orders were bent from 
Spain to tbe West Indies, instructing 
authorities there to extend threefold tha 
range of their dominion over the sea. 
These orders had already gone when 
Horatio Perry, the American secretary 
of legation, got wind of the treachery 
of onr ally 


Mr Peiry told his wife. She told the 


Duchess of Montpensier, who hated 
Louia Napoleon, and tbe duchess told 
her sister, the Spanish queen. Then the 
queen sent for Mr. Perry and asked 
what it was all about.

matter, "at the solicitation of this in- 
triguer whom you have reason to be- 
lieve is your enemy." 


The queen regent sent for her prime 


minister and interrogated him

No one had told her! Tbe minister 


was sorry if her majesty disliked it, 
but it was toff late to help it Why was 
it too late? Because a steamer had gone 
to the West Indian fleet with the orders 
which changed one league to three. 


Then said Isabella, "It is not too 


late for me to accept your resignations. '' 


But the senprdon did not want to re- 


sign, and the other senores dons did not 
want to resign 
So they found a fast 


steamer to take out orders rescinding 
tbe other orders, and the blockade was 
maintained for the next year. 


RUNNING A THEATER. 


Tin; Bis Salary Account That Netr 


VorK EIonaCB Dlnit Meet. 


Tbe salaries of actors and actresses 


vary so much that no fixed prices can 
be quoted. It may suffice to say that 
the salary list of a stock house for per- 
formers will not come to less than $1,- 
000 a week, and is often considerably 
more. 


The salaries in the "front" are abotrt 


as follows: Business manager. £60 to 
$75 a week; box office man 
as- 


sistant, $15; two doorkeepers, ', 
-^12 


each: head usher, $8; other ushers 
(three or four), $7; lithograph men 
(two), $15; night watchman, $10. 


The salaries of the attaches of the 


stage are all fixed at union rates. Fur- 
thermore, the manager must employ 
three men on a side—that is, three 
stage hands on each side of the stage, 
including the stage carpenter and his 
assistant—and two flymen, men who 
work the curtain and drops up in the 
"flies," the regions above the stage. 


Tbe union rates are as follows: Stage 


carpenter, $30 a week; assistant, $25; 
electrician. $25; assistant, $15; prop- 
erty man, $25; assistant, £15; back 
doorkeeper, $7; stage bands, $1.50 for 
each performance, $2.50 per day for 
putting on a play, 50 cents an honr for 
rehearsals and 62J-2 cents an honr for 
all labor half an hour after the fall of 
the final curtain. Orchestra leaders get 
§40 to $50 a week, and tbe union rate 
for musicians is $25, except in oper- 
ettas, when it is $4 a performance.—

SPANISH INSOLENCE. 


Maicnllne Manners am They Are Dis- 


played In Madrid. 


Smart life ia very little seen in the 


streets of Madrid. Women never walk 
about unattended and seldom do more 
than descend from and enter their car- 
riages. Men, as a rule, are gravely po- 
lite, the best of them genuinely so and 
the others with, a varnish which does 
very well when not scratched. They 
etare out of countenance every woman 
who passes. Tins, they explain, ineuna 
nothing, and is indeed a delicate sort of 
flattery, but by American ladies it is 
often taken for insolence and is always 
very trying. 


In tbe Boyal Opera House at Madrid 


an apparently well bred Spaniard will 
not hesitate to walk down the aisle 
during the entr'acit, and, taking a fa- 
vorable stand near tbe woman he wishes 
to regard, stare at hor for two minutes 
at a time, with or without glasses. No 
sooner is the curtain down than nearly 
all the men in the bouse—as a rule 
handsome fellows and well dressed— 
bunch together in the middle aisle and 
take the measure of their surroundings. 
It is a solemn moment. Nobody smiles 
or jokes, and there does not seem to be 
much talking. Hats are worn, and 
every man looks about and stares. 
When an acquaintance is descried in 
one of the boxes, he gravely lifts his 
hat and replaces it, but his features re- 
tain their impassive gravity. 


The women, wheu one does see them, 


seem to be handsomely gowned, but 
they are not as good looking as the 
men. 
They go about in fine looking 


carriages, drawn by spirited horses or 
by a spanking pair of mules. I have 
never seen such mules as are to be seen 
at times on the shopping streets of 
Madrid. You will often find on these 
crowded thoroughfares equipages that 
would look well on Fifth avenue, flocks 
of sheep and turkeys and slow moving 
oxen, not to mention the omnipresent 
donkey. The cafe life ia an imitation of 
the French article.

KANSAS GIRL'S AT THE FRONT 


Part Ta»y Har« Borne la Tr«»«hM 


In tbe Philippine!. 


When the deeds of courage and valor 


in the Philippines have becomo a part 
of familiar history ori^ of its brightest 
pages will be given to the wives and 
maidens who bora a part so nobly with 
the Kansas troops. They were present 
in the trenches, ready with tbeir ban- 
dages to give first aid to any stricken 
soldier and about the hospitals their 
cheerful presence and deft nursing gave 
comfort to maay a wounded boy. In 
the letters written to home folk by tbe 
Kansas wounded we find mentioned the 
names of Mrs. Fanston. wife of the 
colonel; Mrs. Schlieman, wife of the 
chaplain; Mrs. Buchan, wife of the 
Kansas City captain; Mrs. Whitman, 
wife of the junior major, and perhaps 
more frequently yet tbe Manses of Miss 
Bradner aud Miss Ollie O'Brien. Miss 
Bradner went from Kansas to India 
several years ago as a missionary. 
With the breaking out of the Spanish 
war she proceeded to Hongkong and 
then, after Manila had fallen, to the 
Philippine capital, where she at once 
installed herself na a nurse in the Twen- 
tieth Kansas.

ed to her duties faithfully and well 
Miss O'Brien is naturally of the army.

flit about their town when the captain 


i was stationed at the nearby fort.

Delegate to the Peace Conference. 
Professor Stengel, one of the German 


delegates to the coming peace confer- 
ence at The Hague, has recently pub- 
lished an article which is strikingly at 
variance with the ideal that he was 
nominated to discuss. His view ia that 
eternal peace ought in nowise to be the 
aim of culture. The assertion that war 
is opposed to civilization, art, science 
and industry is utterly wrong. It ia 
not the intellectual achievements of a 
nation that decide its fate, but its bel- 
ligerent strength. 


"War," says Professor Stengel, "is 


an educational necessity. It has its 
mission in the promotion of culture. 
The agitation of the friends of peace is 
a pernicious sentiment and its fantastic 
efforts are no mere valuable than the 
Utopian schemes of Thomas Moore and 
Edward Bellamy," 


For this reason, Professor 
Stengel 


says, no peace conference, even at the 
euggestion of the czar, will ba able to 
give eternal peace. • On the contrary, 
such meetings harbor some danger, as 
they may tend more clearly to reveal 
conflicting interests. It is not known 
whether the article was written prior 
or subsequent to Professor Stengel's ap- 
pointment.—Special Cable to New York 
Sun. 


Pardon For a Forgotten Man. 


Governor Tyler recently granted a 


pardon to William Campbell, who is 
serving a term in the penitentiary at 
Richmond for highway robbery. Camp- 
bell's case is a peculiar one. It furnishes 
a striking instance of the forgetfnlness 
of the world of those members oS socie- 
ty immured within a prison for crimes 
against society. When Governor Tyler 
received Campbell's application for 
pardon, he wrote to the judge and com- 
monwealth's attorney of Danville for 
information regarding Campbell. These 
officials could not supply it and stated 
that nobody in Danville seemed to 
know him. He has no relatives and, so 
far as known, no friends tor even ac- 
quaintances in Danville or Virginia. 
From the penitentiary it was learned 
that Campbell was sent there in 1880 
for highway robbery, but that later ten 
years were added for striking a guard. 
He would have completed 10 years of his 
term in April, making no allowance for 
good conduct.—Richmond Times.

New Light on Their Traits, 


Character and Customs.

The problem which confronts thu 


i United States in tbe Philippines is a 
| serious one and might well inake the 


country hesitate in assuming its grave 
responsibilities. Tha United States is 
not entirely inexperienced in the han- 
dling of uativo tribes, and it is to bo 
'hoped that the lessons which we have 
•learned in dealing with the North 
American Indians may bear their full 
fruit in deciding as to what is best for 
our oceanic possessions. 


A celebrated anthropologist says that 


no country presents such a good field 
for the study of the human race as do 
the Philippines. There are no lees than 
84 distinct Filipino dialects that are 
known to be in use in the islands, and 
these do not include the many slight 
variations in adjoining islands and 
provinces. This gives some idea of tbe 
heterogeneous composition of the people 
who are now trying to gain their inde- 
pendence and striving after self govern- 
ment. 


All authorities agree that it is next 


to impossible to decide with any degree 
of accuracy which tribes formed the 
original inhabitants of the islands, al- 
though various data lead to the belief 
that they were the Negritos and the 
Indies, who to this day form two dis- 
tinct races. When tbe Spaniards first 
landed, it was tbeir belief that tbe Ne- 
gritos were the aborigines and that the 


. Indians subsequently invaded tbe ter- 


ritory, driving tbe Negritos back into 
ihe interior. The Indians are today tbe 
predominating race, while the Negritos 
are found only in the provinces of 
Bataan, Jlariveles, Nneva Ecija and on 
the island of Mindoro. 


The Indies are said to have received 


this name on tbe first landing of tbe 
Spaniards on account of their resem- 
blance to the Spanish-American In- 
dians. But they have many points in 
ccmiaon with the Malay. Tbeir color is 
tbe same and the features, character 
and customs are similar. The Tagalog 
is somewhat better locking and more 
virile than the Malay, but tbe Visayan. 
another branch of tbe Indios. differs 
very little from the Malay. The term 
"Indio" is at present applied to those 
Filipinos who have accepted the author- 
ity of tbe whites and tbe ministration 
of the Catholic clergy. 


Those tribes to the south who have 


steadily adhered to their Mohammedan 
religion are called Moros, or Moors, while 
the savage tribes who bad never sub- 
mitted to civilized government and who 
still practice their old pagan rites are 
termed Infideles, or Infidels. The tribes 
of the Indios predominating at the pres- 
ent time are tbe Tagalogs, or Tagals, 
the Visayans, the Cebuanos and the 
Ilocanos, the latter two much lesx. im- 
portant than tbe former. 


Of the former the most numerous are 


the Visayans, inhabiting the group of 
islands to the south of Luzon. They 
number some 2,500,000 sonls. Next in 
importance as to numbers are tbe Ta- 
gals, who are said to be the most ad- 
vanced and civilized of all the Filipinos. 
There are about 1,500,000 speaking the 
Tagalese tongue. They have the reputa- 
tion of being the pioneers of the islands 
and have established colonies in most of 
the groups. The main Tagal domain 
(Comprises all the central part of the is- 
land of Luzon, and is tbe seat of the 
present rebellion against tbe United 
States government. 


The Tagal in his native state is of 


medium height, with a smooth skin, of 
,tbe color of the quince or of copper; 
"body generally slender and well formed, 
hair black, thick and rough, bead me- 
dium or small, rounded in front and 
flattened behind; austere face, tbe eyes 
.black and brilliant, nose medium and 
generally flat, tbe mouth usually large, 
medium lips; large chest, the thighs and 
legs slender, tbe muscles hard and tbe 
•kin nearly hairless. 


• Tbe Indio is idle, forgetful and not 
naturally bright; be is superstitious, 
bumble, revengeful, works only under 
necessity, takes kindly to book learning, 
and as there are no instructors the Ta- 
gals teach each other. In no country is 
there such a general desire for acquir- 
ing tbe first rudiments of an education 
las in tbe Philippines. 
1 The corridos—romances or popular 
legends—travel from hand to hand, and 
,Wben the authors have no paper they 
nse the leaves of the plantain. There is 
barely a bahay—house—where there 
are not some books in Tagalese, and 
there is hardly a family that does not 
boast a poet. Some of these are very 
good, and occasionally there are found 
ut the festivals and funerals excellent 
improvisers. At funerals, tbe most im- 
pressive ceremony of the Filipinos, they 
relate the life of the deceased from tbe 
cradle to the grave and sound bis 
praises in long speeches in verse, to the 
construction of which the Tagalese 
language lends itself better than any 
other. The education which tbe Tagal 
acquires through his own exertions is 
not what we understand by that term, 
but is rather of an indigenous sort, 
suited to his scant intellect and to his 
scantier needs. 


The hut of tbe Tagal is open alike 


to tbe foreigner and tbe acquaintance. 
He understands the laws of hospitality 
thus. Travelers are always made wel- 
come, and the Tagal will go to great 
trouble and often to no little expense 
to house and feed a stranger. whil« 
members of his own race are never 
turned from bis door. When an Indio 
passes a bahay where the family la at a 
tneai, aud ho feels so disposed, he greet* 
them, takea his placa in tbe circle and 
without farther ceremony helps himself 
to tbe common dith .of "morisqneta." 
No one tbiajts of questioning him as to 
who be it, wber* be, comes from or 
where hafe going. When night wer- 
takes bin, ha enters the first convenient 
"Ruelo—tbe common sleeping room— 
where the whole family may be asleep, 
and neither roan nor woman objects. 


Gatherings at festivals and at cock- 


are frequent, but me 


not ordinarily gregarious. He is no- 
madic and delight* in absolute autono- 
my, subject to no laws except such as 
he Is disposed to mako for himself. He. 
has of ten been called a "large child," 
and, in fact, no words could describe 
him more accurately. Much has been 
said of bis traditional laziness, and 
there has been much exaggeration. 


In tbe field, it is true, his labor is 


worth but little, for he does not take 
kindly to agricultural pursuits, but in 
the cities and villages, employed at the 
various trades aud industries, domestic 
tasks and even rough labor, he is not more 
indolent than the average inhabitant of 
tropical climes. He lives in an enervat- 
ing atmosphere; a handful of rice is 
his daily food, but even under these 
conditions be labors from eight to ten 
hours a day without showing unusual 
lassitude or fatigue. 


The Tagal shows a great taste for 


music and cultivates it industriously. 
He is not much of an artist, and but 
few pictures have been found which 
show either talent or genius. He is quite 
apt at tbo mechanical arts, does good 
work in silver, is an admirable wood 
carver, is industrious at all kinds of 
handiwork and as an imitator and copy- 
ist is unexcelled. 


The Tagal is distrustful, credulous 


and superstitious and balieves in all 
kinds of manifestations. One of his 
chief delights is to make a show of au- 
thority, and if be ia not able to do so 
legitimately he is likely to use the 
clothes and insignia of offlcials or dig- 
nitaries. Vv^ith the same delight that a 
child in our country wears the dress of 
a soldier or sailor, tbe native likes to 
parade in the uniform of a colonel or 
the dress of one of tbe religious orders. 


At the "fiestas" — festivals — they like 


to sbow themselves in splendid and gor- 
geous attire, the result of their extreme 
vanity, which forms one of tbe pre- 
dominating traits of their character. 
They often pass entire weeks at these 
fiestas, giving themselves up to tbe de- 
lights of music, fireworks, speecbmak- 
ing and cockfigbting, which constitute 
the greater part^of their amusement. 
Cockfighting is the favorite pastime of 
the Tagal, affording, as it does, a pre- 
text for gambling, which is eagerly em- 
braced. The Tagal is also fond of other 
games of chance and patronizes dice 
throwing, raffles and lotteries. Although 
accustomed to tbe use of wines and liq- 
uors, there is little drunkenness among 
the Tagals, who in eating as well as in 
drinking are extremely temperate. 


Curiosity predominates in the Fili- 


pino to such an extent that he often 
forgets duty and what little manners 
he has. The most insignificant act on 
the part of an American or European 
excites his curiosity and attracts his at- 
tention, and he always tries to supply 
a motive and then subjects the act to a 
critical review. 


Among the good characteristics of 


tbe Tagal is his love for his kin. He ia 
a kind father and a dutiful eon. His 
aged relatives are never left in want, 
but are cared for to tbe best of his abil- 
ity. He is devoted to his family and 
leads a domestic life, and hia family 
enjoys nearly the same privileges as in 
civilized countries. The woman has a 
large share in tbe work, but is allowed 
a great deal of liberty and is commonly 
treated with justice. There is very lit- 
tle crime in the Philippines. In one 
year there was a total of 5, 608 criminal 
proceedings, involving 5,718 offenders, 
of whom 214 were women. And this is 
the average annual calendar for the 
10,000,000 inhabitants. 


To sum up, it may be said that tbe 


Tagal is distinguished from the other 
inhabitants of the islands, with possibly 
the exception of the Visayas, by his 
civilization and bis moral qualities. 
Christianity has bettered his condition, 
has modified 1m character and has in- 
culcated orderly' ha bits and a desire to 
work. As a result of this influence tbe 
Filipino Indian is a man who, tbcngh, 
he has the vices and defects common to 
the entire human race,,still possesses 
many estimable qualities, which will 
help him in maintaining his position 
and undsr supervision and kind guid- 
ance will develop him into a useful 
member of society. — New York Herald.

YESTERDAY'S FIRE. 


The loss by flre In the CongrejfF tional 


chapel yesterday afternoon touched the 
sympathies of the community a. r uch 
as any similar loss has done in years. 
Only recently the people were moved to 
expressions of deep regret because of 
the destructive fire in the Father 
Mathew building. Yesterday 
after- 


noon's misfortune fell upon the people 
with even more force than the misfor- 
tune which had happened on Cen- 
ter street. The chapel was the scene 
of a "Congress of nations." produced 
at the expense of much work, care and 
»o little money, for the purpose of in- 
creasing: necessary funds. It was the 
•work of the women. And, besides, there 
•was much private property at 
the 


congress, loaned by persons interested 
in" or friendly to the entertaining en- 
terprise. It waa decidedly discouraging 
to see this wiped out in a few minutes 
by greedy flames. 


Perhaps it was the loss as affecting 


the 
Congregational 
church 
which 


caused the fire to draw forth so gen- 
eral an expression of sympathy. The 
church stands and has always stood 
lor that which is highest and best in 
society. It has been and is a strong, 
active force for good in this section. 
Its pulpit has always been fearless 
and enlightened and never indifferent 
to the community of which it is a 
part. 
It 
has 
a 
proud 
history 


and 
an 
inviting 
future. 
The 


public feeling over a calamity befalling 
such an institution could not help 
being deeply and generously sympa- 
thetic. 


The fire has brought to the public at- 


tention the close bond of brotherhood 
•which unites the churches of this city. 
The clouds of smoke had hardly risen 
above the Congregational spire when 
the other churches had offered their 
brethren, the Congregationalist, their 
sympathy, their assistance and the use 
of their church buildings.

ing on Governor Roosevelt's Appo- 
matox Day speech, has this cheering 
and truthful word to say: "Twenty 
years ago had a president appointed 
to a high diplomatic post a member of 
the party opposed to him, there would 
have been a protest throughout the 
whole organisation that elected him. 
Today nobody is much concerned be- 
cause President McKinley appoints a 
democratic minister to Turkey; or se- 
lects another democrat to be our repre- 
sentative on the Samoan commission. 
It is taken for granted that they are 
men of proved fitness for the places 
and nobody protests. The public is 
ready for a non-partisan colonial ser- 
vice, and what the public is ready for 
politicians dare not long resist. One 
thing is certain: If we do not have an 
honest, expert colonial administration, 
our colonies will be so many blocked 
cesspools whoso impurities will work 
back into the home body politic and 
make it infinitely worse than it ever 
has been yet." 


The news from Samoa yesterday was 


rather startling, but it is not likely 
to interrupt the friendly conference by 
representatives of England, Germany 
and the United States looking to a 
settlement of the Samoan 
difficulty. 


The trouble in Samoa lies at the door 
of »he German 
consul. 
When 
the 


English, German and American repre- 
sentatives at Samoa h?ld a confrerence 
and 
issued 
a 
proclamaiton dis- 


establishing 
the 
provisional 
gov- 


ernment 
of 
King 
Mataafa, 
the 


German consul issued a counter proc- 
lamation 
which 
precipitated 
the 


trouble. The Mataafans had given up 
their provisional government and were 
dispersing to their homes and pursuits 
under the proclamation of the British 
and American representatives, who 
united to enforce the treaty of Berlin. 
The German proclamation arrested the 
peaceful dlsbandraent of the Mataafans 
and encouraged them to hostilities. It 
is to be hoped that the German consul 
will not provoke the British and Amer- 
ican authority in Samoa to use force 
against the authority he represents, 
thereby bringing on serious interna- 
tional complications. 


"We cannot avoid the responsibili- 


ties that confront us in Hawaii, Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. All we 
can decide is whether we shall meet 
them in a way that will redound to the 
national credit or whether we shall 
make of our dealings with these new 
problems a dark and shameful page in 
our history. The timid man, the lazy 
man, 
the man who distrusts his 


country, the over-civilized man who 
has lost the great fighting, masterful 
virtues, the ignorant man and the man 
of dull mind—all these, of 
course, 


shrink from seeing the nation under- 
take its new duties. They believe in 
that cloistered life which saps the 
hardy virtues in a nation, as it saps 
them in the individual; or else they 
are wedded to that base spirit of gain 
and greed which recognizes in com- 
mercialism the be-all and end-all ofna- 
tional life. The guns »that thundered 
off Manila and Santiago left us echoes 
of glory, but they also left us us a 
legacy of duty. If we drove out a 
mediaeval tyranny only to make room 
for savage anarchy, we had better not 
have begun the task at ali. The work 
must be done. We cannot escape our 
responsibility, and if we are worth our 
salt, we shall be glad of the chance 
to do the work, glad of the chance to 
show ourselves equal to one of the 
great 
tasks 
set 
modern civiliza- 


tion. We must demand the highest 
order of integrity and ability in our 
public men who are to grapple with 
these new problems."—Governor Roose- 
velt in Appomatox Day speech at 
Chicago.

Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, 
April 13.—Senator Parsons 


yesterday asked the senate to give the 
bill to reorganize the Boston school board 
a reading, and leave the discussion of its 
merits to the engrossment stage, as it is 
so intricate a matter. The bill was or- 
dered to a third reading. 


Bills \\ ere engrossed to authorize Fitch- 


burg to construct a hospital building 
outside the debt limit; to authorize Wei- 
lesley to borrow money for park pur- 
poses; to establish a fire department tn 
Nantucket. The judiciary committee re- 
ported a bill to give the supreme or su- 
perior court jurisdiction In equity to re- 
strain the 
erection of unauthorised 


structures in cities and towns. 


The ways and means coramitt** re- 


ported a bill to raise the salaries of the 
Justice and clerk of the Fltchburg police 
court, agreeing to the increase of the 
iuJge'a salary to J1800, but striking out 
all reference to the salary of the clerk. 
The same committee reported the bill to 
appropriate the sum of $18,000 for the 
Lowell textile school, with an amend- 
ment that pupils from without the state 
shall be charged $200 tuition instead of 
$150. 


The committee on manufactures re- 


ported a bill on the recommendation of 
the gas and electric light commissioners, 
giving that body 13000 for geneial ex- 
penses and $3500 for clerical assistance. 
The effect of the bill is to increase the 
compensation of the clerk of the board 
IEOO. 


The follow ing bills were pasted by the

fait For Germ»ny'» Consul. 


Apia, April 2, via Auckland, N. Z., 


April 13.— A reconnoiterlng party made 
up of American and British sailors was 


! ambushed yesterday by a large body of 


Mataafa's warriors, and, after making a 


1 most heroic stand, they were compelled 


to retreat, leaving three officers and 
four men dead on the field. 


The allied forces were in charge of 


Lieutenant Freeman 
of the British 


cruiser Tauranga. 
With him were 


Lieutenant P. V. Lansdale and Ensign 
J. B, Monaghan of the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia, 
All three officers 


were killed. 
Two American and two 


British marines were also killed. 


The allied forces numbered about 214, 


and with them were about 150 "friend- 
lies." 
They had got into the outskirts 


of Apia, and were passing through a 
German plantation, when suddenly they 
were fired on from the rear, left and 
front. 


Several were wounded at the first vol- 


ley, and the firing was so heavy that a 
less gallant band would inevitably have 
been demoralized. 
The 
"friendll*s" 


were utterly panic-stricken, and they 
bolted and fled. . 
. 


The same night the friendllea found 


the bodies of all the officers headless. 
The bodies were buried with all honors 
at Mulinuu on Easter Sunday. 
Their 


heads were subsequently brought in by 
some French priests, and the graves 
were reopened and the heads buried 
with the bodies. 


Lieutenants Freeman and Lansdale 


were capable and popular officers. 
The 


former was single, and the latter was 
married in June. 
The officers who re- 


turned are Lieutenant George E. Cave 
of the Porpoise and Lieutenant C. M. 
Perkins of the Philadelphia. 


All behaved splendidly. Lieutenant 


Cave took command of the retreat Cap- 
tain Sturdfe of the Porpoise waa away 
on an expedition with his cruiser, and 
Gaunt's brigade was also absent on 
duty. 


The loss of the enemy is not known, 


but probably 50 of the rebels were killed 
and many were wounded. 
The bodies 


of three rebels were found near the 
spot whefe Lieutenant Lansdale and 
Ensign Monaghan of the Philadelphia 
were killed. 
The priests buried 38 


other rebels, and much blood wag seen 
On the road over which the Mataafans 
had been dragging away their dead and 
wounded. 
There were also pools of 


blood behind the cocoanut trees, the 
bullets from the American and British 
rifles going right through the 
thick 


trees and killing men hiding behind 
them. 
jSome of the rebels fired from 


the tops of cocoanut palms. The rebels 
opened fire near the town yesterday 
evening. 


It is now proposed to summon another 


warship, to distribute more arms ampng 
the friendlies and to Import additional 
frlendlies from Tutulea. 
It is also 


suggested that troops might be obtained 
'rora New Zealand or Sydney, New South 
Wales. 


If a sufficient quantity of arms could 


be obtained, about 2000 friendlies could 
be used against the Mataafans. 
But 


they are not brave, and have not showrx 
fighting qualities excepting those with 
Gaunt's brigade, and that force may not 
accomplish much. 


Admiral Kautz, Captain White of the 


Philadelphia and the American men and 
officers generally have earned golden 
opinions, as have Captains Stuart and 
Sturdee of the British navy. They are 
doing everything possible, and every one 
recognizes better men could not be han- 
dling the situation. 


The Samoans say Mataafa, on three 


occasions, had resolved to surrender, but 
Consul Rose advised him not to do so, 
and he now saya he will never give in, 
but will fight to the death. 


Lieutenant Philip Lanhorn 


was born in the District of Columbia, 
Feb. 15, 1855, and entered the naval acad- 
emy Juno 6, 1873. He graduated in 187S 
and was promoted ensign in 1881, and 
a.fter duty at the Washington navy yard 
was transferred to the Philadelphia in 
June, 1890. He was made lieutenant, 
junior grade, in 1893. He was In charge 
of the caravels at the World's fair Jn 
Chicago, and after receiving his full lieu- 
tenancy, was a. short time on the bat- 
tleship Massachusetts. In June, 1896, 
he was ordered to the Philadelphia. 


Ensign John R. Monahan was appoint- 


ed to the Naval academy as a cadet from 
the state of Washington, entering An- 
napolis on Sept. 7, 1891. He graduated 
and was made an ensign In July, J897, 
being assigned to the Philadelphia, to 
which vpssel he was attached uj/ to the 
time of his death.

Some days ago the authorities here 


were informed that requisition papers 
would sooa be sent here for the extradi- 
tion of Heckman, who, it was asserted, 
was P. E. Raymond, alias "Williams, 
alias Hecicman, an escaped convict from 
the Tennessee penitentiary. 


A woman known as Blanche E. 


Graham, anil whose real name is said to 
be Ida Cole, is alleged to have been 
coached to swear that she knew Heok- 
man, and that under the name of Ray- 
mond he served two years in the pen- 
itentiary of that state. 


The case had progressed so far that 


Lawyer Colyer and Captain Casteen of 
Nashville had come to New York to take 
Heckman back with them. The papers 
had already passed through the hands 
of both Governor Roosevelt and Gov- 
ernor McMillan of Tennessee, both «f 
whom had been deceived by perjured 
statements.

Consphwy In the Adams Poisoning 


Case Brought to lijlit, 


Dismissal of the Indictment 


Against Molineux. 


Text of an Interesting Decision Handed Down 


by Justice Williams. 


d uu«e iv ir.tams says: "The minutes ot 


the grand jury show that evidence was 
given by the witness Cornish which 
would have not been permitted by the 
court, relating: to the relations between 
hlmi.'elt and the defendant which was 
only important on the question of motive. 


"Inasmuch as the evidence given he- 


tore the c»roner by the defendant and 
which waa before the grand Jury showed 
that uniriendly relations existed be- 
tween the parties it would not seem that 
the evidence of Cornish which Is objected 
to could 'have had any material influence 
with the grand jury. More terious 
questions are raised by the c.airn made 
by the defendant that all evidence be- 
fore the grand jury by handwriting ex- 
perts, based upon comparison of the dis- 
puted handwriting vsith alleged genuine 
handwriting of the defendant and gen.u- 
lae handwriting, was illegal and im- 
proper." 


Justice Williams then discusses the 


statutory provisions as to comparisons 
of disputed handwritings and cites the 
provisions of the act of 1880 as amended 
by the act of 1SSS, which provides under 
•.vhat 
circumstances comparisons of 


handwritings can be allowed. He calls 
part.cuiar attention to the words which 
allow <-a comparison of a disputed writ- 
ing with any writing proved to thesatia- 
fafiion ot the court to be genuine." 


In this case the purpose of the proof 


was to show that the defendant wrote 
the addresses upon the poison package. 
He holds that there was clearly a dis- 
puted writing- before 
the grand jury 


within the meaning of the statute, to \vit, 
the address upon the poisoned package. 
Further, Justice Williams says on this 
point: "I cannot believe the legislature 
intended to limit the rule of evidence to 
trials as distinguished from other legal 
hearings where evidence is to be given. 


"Can it be possible," continues the 


judge, "the legislature provided for a 
species ot evidence upon the trial of a 
person for crime and yet intended to 
prevent the usage of the same species be- 
fore a grand jury? It seems to me not. 
Thih species of evidence is coming to be 
regarded as of greater value than the 
evidence of persons who speak alone 
from their own personal knowledge of tho 
handwriting of others. I do not refer 
so much to the mere opinions of experts 
based upon comparison as to the reasons 
thtry may give for such opinion. In a 
case like this, where some one has pre- 
pared a bottle of poison and addressed 
it to anoth&r and has, deposited it in the 
postoffice and death has reisulted from 
taking the poison, when the person pre- 
paring and sending the poison has done 
this work where no human eye looked on 
to see him do it, and when no compari- 
son is made by anyone, it is of the ut- 
most importance that there should, if 
possible, be an identification of the hand- 
writing of the address upon the poison 
package." 


Justice Williams holds thatth* exhibits 


of handwritings coifid 
not be used as 


standards for comparisons with the ad- 
dress on the poison package because they 
were themselves disputed, and further 
that they were not competent for any 
other purpose than as standards of com- 
parisons of handwritings. 


In closing. Justice Williams holds that 


the Barnet letters were improper as tend- 
ing to show defendant's connection with 
the alleged murder of Barnet as well as 
Mrs. Adams, and the jury might well be 
influenced by the suggestion growing 
out of the letters that he was guilty of 
that murd«r as well as of the o>ne being 
investigated. 


The opinion concludes as follows: "II 


seems to me under all the circumstances 
I cannot do otherwise than discharge 
this .indictment. The defendant is en- 
titled to have his case investigated upon 
legal evidence and no other. The people 
may present their case to another grand 
jury, beiag careful to use only evidence 
and, to the determination of the grand 
jury, will be binding upon everyone. If 
another indictment is found the defen- 
dant will have to stand his trial. If he is 
not indicted lie will be entitled to his dis- 
charge from custody."

ment was taken to Molineux In the 
tombs last night. He refused to aee any 
one or to send any answer to a no>i)« 
which was sent him.

Fire at the fair in the Congregational 


chapel this afternoon destroyed the 


interior of the chapel, and did great 
ruin throughout the church. Pictures 
and decorations .loaned for hte fair 
and of untold value on account of 
their associations were also probably 
ruined; although the amount of the 
destruction to these could not be 
ascertained at this writing:. 


The damage was roughly estimated 


at nearly $10,000 to church and the ac- 
tual value of the contents destroyed. 
The total insurance on the church ig 
about $45,000, placed largely through 
the Miller, Gallup and Ford agencies. 


The fire started in the German booth 


in the southwest corner of the gallery, 
from an oil stove being used to pre- 
pare refreshments. 
The exact cause 


could not be told, but it is believed 
that a small explosion in the stove set 
fire to the elaborate decorations about 
the booth. 


The flames spread with almost in- 


credible rapidity, running along the 
streamers of bunting as though they 
were powder, and in a few seconds 
from the time the fire was set, tbo 
whole interior of the chapel was in 
flames. 


The alarm was given by a scream 


from one of the young ladies in the 
gallery, and a small boy was sent to 


/ 


(.urn in the alarm, calling the depart- 
ment from box 23 at 4.25 o'clock. 


Before the department reached the 


church the young women and a num- 
ber of men who were in the church 
used every effort to save as much of 
the property loaned to the ladies for 
the fair as possible. 


So quickly did the fire spread, how- 


ever, that those who were in t\ie chapel 
could do little more than save them- 
selves. 
' 


The firemen were badly handicapped 


on their arrival by the crowd which 
gathered, and by the difficulty of get- 
ting at the fire. The chapel was so 
densely filled with smoke that after 
the first few minutes no man could 
live in the chapel, and the firemen's 
work had to be done mostly from the 
outside and from the side rooms to the 
chapel, where the fi'-'-nrii 
>, • : u able to 


breathe. 


The flames burned through the roof 


of the chapel on the southeast corner, 
just over the booths where the fire 
started, but otherwise 
did 
not go 


through the building. The woodwork 
inside the chapel was burned, how- 
ever, so that most of it will probably 
have to be torn out. 


The flames were 
under 
control 


within a few minutes after water was 
turned on, and did not recah the main 
part of the church. The fire was rung 
out at 5.05. 


Although the , flames damaged only 


the chapel and contents, the entire 
auditorium was filled with smoke, and 
it is probable that the entire interior 
of the building will have to be reno- 
vated. 


At the time the fire started there 


were fortunately not many patrons 
present at the fair, it being just before 
the supper crowd was expected but all 
those who were taking part in the sale 
and occupying the booths of the na- 
tions were present. 


While most of them saved some- 


thing from the booths they were in 
there was no time to secure anything 
else, and they were forced from the 
building1 gowned in the costumes of 
the nations they were representing, 
going to the houses in Church place. 


A number of young men did valient 


work in saving what they oculd, but 
there was not time for even them to 
work long before they were obliged 
to leave the building. 


There were many attempts to enter 


the chapel to save special articles, but 
theones who tried it were forced back 
by the smoke. Chief Byars made the 
attempt to reach some of-the valued 
articles, but after going a short dis- 
tance, crawling on the floor to avoid 
the smoke as much as possible, he was 
forced to withdraw. 


All who were in the building escaped, 


although during the progress of the 
fire there were many rumors of chil- 
dren who had not gotten out. One 
boy was said to be slall in the building 
after the fire had secured good head- 
way, and a man went into the building 
to find him, but failed and a little 
later the boy was discovered, having 
been one of the last to leave 
the 


building. 


There was great presence of mind 


on the part of all the young ladies who 
were in the booths, and there was very 
little of a panic in spite of the rapidity 
of the spread o." the flames. 


Many of the articles lent to the 


ladies for the fair, and the fate of 


which could not be told at the time 
the fire was declared out, were the 
property of the societies, all the so 
cieties based on nationality having 
contributed from 
their banners and 


flags. There were also many valuable 
pictures, which 
were 
tissd 
in the 


booths, and a considerable quantity of 
silverware was in the building. 


Among the most valued of the ban- 


ners was the handsome one belonging 
Hibernian society. 


There was 
a 
valuable reference 


library in the chapel, and a consider- 
able amount of money belonging to 
the fair was supposed to be in the 
chapel and not saved. The proceeds of 
the first day were not in hte chapel. 


The church was erected in 1SG5, at a 


cost of ?40,000. Since then the chapel 


has been added, in which the fire was 
located, and the total property now 
was valued at $100,000. 


There were many conflicting stories 


as to the real cause of the fire, but the 
one given above is thought to be the 
true one. 


It seems probable that oil from the 


little stove fell on the straw used in 
the booth and was ignited.

The Philippine archipelago Is the 


most remarkable collection of islands 
in the world. In that archipelago ar.- 
no less than 1,400 different islands, and 
among those 1,400 islands are to be 
found no less than SO distinct tribes. 


That far traveled American or Euro- 


pean tourist who visits the Philippines 
always, of course, goes to Manila, per- 
haps makes a trip or two into the in- 
terior of Luzon and if of especial roving 
propensities goes on to the towns of 
Iloilo and Cebu. This practidflly is the 
extent of Philippine traveling. In othei 
words, it Is the custom to visit two or 
three islands out of 1,400 and then turn 
westward with the idea that the oppor- 
tunities-of the Philippines have been 
from the standpoint of the sightseer 
(exhausted. 


Even those naturalists and ethnolo- 


gists who have visited the archipelago 
for scientific purposes have confined 
their researches chiefly to the few larger 
and better known islands, not caring to 
Wsk their scalps among unknown bar- 
barians.

having been at some remote time heav- 
ed up out of the bosom of the Pacific. 
Travelers who have Visited this island 
have been impressed by the strange and 
wonderful methods by which the na- 
tives light a fire. This is done by mere- 
ly rubbing together two pieces of well 
dried bamboo. One piece of bamboo is 
shaped like a knife' blade, and the oth- 
er has a long, narrow slit cut in it. The 
two pieces are fitted together, and then 
the fire maker steadily and slowly rubs 
the two pieces of wood together. In 30 
seconds the rubbing groxvs more rapid 
and energetic, and smoke curls up. The 
firpmaker then suddenly strikes the 
bamboo pieces a sharp blow to dis- 
lodge any live sparks that may be cling- 
ing to either piece, and, pressing down 
a few fine shavings on them, he quickly 
blows the spark up into a flame.

Philippines the natives have a still more 
ingenious device i'or making fire. It is 
known as the "fire syringe" and is in 


try, but one of the most healthful of the 
Philippines. The.soil is poor, the entire 
island being coated with a layer of 
limestone, and only the cocoanut palm 
Is able to flourish. The chief town of 
the island is called Salag Dako, which 
means literally "big nest." Here the 
natives make an Intoxicating liquor 
from fermented palm sap. 


The island of Samar, which is one of 


the largest of the Philippines and lies 
in the west of the center of the archi- 
pelago, is slightly more civilized than 
its neighboring island settlements. Cat- 
balogan, the capital, is a 'small, clean 
and rather businesslike town lying on 
the north shore of a fine bay on the 
west coast. There are several prosper- 
ous little shops in the town, the chief 
business of the island being the buying, 
curing and baling of "abaoa," the na- 
tive term for the far famed Manila 
hemp. Samar is noted for its immense 
pythons. Poisonous snakes, in fact, are 
to be found throughout the Philippines, 
but they do not cause a serious loss of 
life as a rule. The most numerous fa- 
talities occur in the little island of Lu- 
bang, which lies north of Mindoro and 
is shunned by the white man. A great 
number of Chinese have migrated to 
and settled in Samar, they and their 
industrious descendants being the busi- 
ness classes of the people. Inland are 
to be found many "remontados," or na- 
tives who have taken to the mountain- 
ous woods to avoid the payment of tax- 
es. Here they live on yams, mountain 
rice, bananas and all live stock and food 
stuff on which this light fingered gentry 
can lay their unconscientious hands. 


Romblon is another small Island al- 


most unknown in the south, with a tiny 
harbor and a squalid little village with 
the same name as the island for its 
capital. The surface of the island is 
rough and broken, and such a thing as 
a road is unknown. The entire island is 
under the domination of a wealtby 
,Spanish planter, who has always got 
along comfortably with the natives, 
whom he treats with honesty and up- 
rightness. The growing of "abaca" is 
the chief industry, and the natives are 
unusually peaceable and industrious. 


One great pest of all the Philippines 


is the ants, which overrun everything.

Three passengers from Alaska recent- 


ly landed at Victoria. B. C.. on their 
way across the continent to Paris. Thel* 
names are Count de Rouloux. M. P. Q.

FIRE CAU6HT IN DECORATIONS 


And Spread With Terrible Rapidity 


Through the Chapel. Many Valua- 


ble Articles Loaned for Fair 
Destroyed. Narrow Escape 


(or Those in Charge. 


The chapel 
of the 
Congregational 


church was gutted by fire yesterday 
aftornoon, during the progress of the 
fair and '"Congress of nations" being 
held by the ladies of the church. Fire 
caught in a booth on the second floor, 
and spread through the entire chapel 
with amazing rapadity, running along 
the iurtammuble decorations used to 
beautify the interior. 


Many of the ladies who were taking 


part in the fair were present in the 
chapel, and so quickly did the flames 
spread that they had time barely to 
esc.ipe with their lives, without being 
aMe to save much of the valuable pcr- 
sonai property lent them for use in the 
fair. 


There were several narrow escapes 


for the women, but none w.re serious- 
ly injured, while great presence of 
mind was shown by all who were in the 
chapel at the time. 


At one time it was feared that it 


would be impossible to save the church, 
so tierce was the attack of the flames 
fed by the bunting, straw and other 
decorations, By the time the firemen 
reached the scene it was almost im- 
possible to enter the building on ac- 


j count of the hsavy smoke, but in spite 


of the disadvantage at which they 
worked on account of the nature of the 
flre and the crowd, they soon had the 
flames under control, and In little over 
half an hour from tbe time of the first 
alai'm the fire was rung out, this being 
done at 5.0?. 


Thia morning it was shown that the 


damage was not so severe as was first 
feared, the worst damage having been 
confined to the east end of the chapel 
where the fired started. The entire 
building was badly damaged by smoke, 
but this was practically all the damage 
to the main part of the church. It could 
not be told today whether or not the 
roof over the east end of the chapel 
would have to be torn out entirely, 
but if it does not, it is roughly esti- 
mated that $6,000 will cover the actual 
loss to the building and permanent 
contents. 


The building and contents were in- 


sured for $37,500, about evenly divided 
between the Ford and Miller agencies, 
the Gallup agency having a small 
policy. 


The loss that is hardest to bear of 


course is that of many of the articles 
loaned to the ladies for use. There were 
valuable paintings and flags which 
were destroyed, and many Cuban relics 
owned by Major Whipple and Philip- 
pine pictures sent home 
from 
Paul 


Goodrich, 
were 
included. Societies, 


merchants and individuals had lent 
freely to the fair. 


Start of tlse Fire. 


The cause of the fire was in con- 


siderable doubt till this morning, when 
careful investigation showed that in 
all probability it started from a spark 
shooting from a match as it was being 
iiglileu. It occurred in the Philippine 
booth in the small Sunday school room 
on the second floor of the east end of 
the gallery. 
This and 
the 
German 


booth were both in the gallery and 
were elaborately decorated, the Philip- 
pine booth having a thatched roof, and 
a great deal of straw being about it. 


There was a small gas stove in the 


booth and the young ladies in charge 
were lighting this to prepare some re- 
freshments. A match was struck, and 
an instant later the fire burst out in 
the straw on the floor, spreading 
through the entire booth almost in- 
stantly. 


It was thought at first that leaking 


gas had caught from the blaze of the 
match, but later investigation showed 
that this was improbable, 
and 
the 


theory that a spark had shot from the 
head of the match to the floor seems 
the most probable one. It could not 
have caught from the stove, as after 
the fire the stop cocks were found 
closed. 


The alarm was given by a cry for 


water, and although there was a liitle 
available it \ras of no use on account 
of the quick spread of the 
flames. 


Bunting all over the chapel was quick- 
ly in 
a blaze, and within 
a 
few 


seconds the women were forced out of 
the building by the smoke. 


Boys ran to box 23 at Monument 


square and turned in the alarm, and 
the department 
responded promptly. 


Hose 2 was delayed by 
the horses 


being out of the hose rooms at the 
time, but the firemen made remark- 
able time in getting the apparatus

Chief Byars immediately on his 


arrival turned in a second alarm], 
calling out the full department. 


Before the arrival of the firemen the 


ladies and a number of men who were 
In or near the church had done brave 
work In saving as much as possible. 
Practically nothing from the east end 
could be saved, but a number of very 
valuable rugs and other articles from 
the main part of the chapel were got- 
ten out 


When the department arrived flames 


were bursting fiercely from the roof at 
the southeast corner, while the great 
bell in the tower which has 
for so 


many years sounded the alarms for 
othors was toiling what seemed almost 
io be its own knell. 


A Hard Flrn to Fiuht, 


On account of the impossibility of 


getting at the seat of the fire Inside the 
building through the smoke, and on 
account of the hindrance of the rcowd, 
the firemen were handicapped, but they 
acted promptly, and were successful 
beyond what was hoped for when the 
extent of the flre was seen. 


They were obliged to work almost 


entirely from 
the outside, although 


from the siderooms at the west end of 
the chapel they were able to do a good 
deal. 


Never "before has the need of a flre 


li-ilmet been so demonstrated. Chief 
Ryars attempted to enter the main 
part of the chapel to enable him to 
direct the work, but after crawling- 
along the floor for a short distance he 
was force back. The firemen who went 
irt» the side rooms were also forced 
to return to the windows often for air. 


The flamei were kept mostly In the 


east end of the chapel, however, and 
were subdued within a short time. 


Early In the flre, and Just as the last 


persona were leaving the chapel tho 
, heavy chandelier In the center of the 
hal! foil v/lth,a crash, the sharp point 
imbedding itielf in a table below no 


firmly that It stood nearly upright 
fti'ter the flre wa» over. 


While the flames were at their wont 


Janitor Robery Kerr succeeded In 
reaching the cellar and shutting off the 
gas from the building, thereby avert- 
ing what -might have -been a very seri- 
ous explosion when the fixtures were 
melted off. 


It was particularly fortunate that 


the flre did not occur a little later, 
when the chapel would have been 
filled with patrons. At the time the 
flre took place there were few in the 
building except those in charge of 
the fair. 


All escaped safely, but one woman 


was slightly burned while trying to 
save some pictures at the last minute. 
One woman was blinded by the smoke 
as she left the building and fell before 
she had reached the open air, but re- 
covered quickly, and 
was uninjured. 


There were many rumors oC persons 


j still in the gallery when the flre was 


j under way, but these were found to be 


untrue. 


Fire me u Had Boon There. 


One important fact in connection 


with the fire was that there were no 


! firemen on duty at 
the 
time. 
The 


i night before two firemen with a large 


I hand chemical were stationed in 
the 


' chapel throughout the time that the 
1 fair was in progress, and Chief Byars 


was planning to have the same guard 
last evening, but he had not been 
notified that the fair was to be open 
during the afternoon. 


It is probable that much of the- loss 


could have been averted had there been 
trained firemen on hand with a chemi- 
cal extinguisher the instant it started. 


There were many attempts to help 


the firemen during their work, but 
some of them were unwise, and Chief 
Byars had to use his authority firmly. 
One man had to be forced ttom a roof 
where he \vas breaking In a window. 


The Loan Articles Lost. 


It is impossible to estimate at all 


accurately the number and value of 
the articles that were loaned which 
were either lost or damaged. Those in 


j charge of the different booths had hard 
! work to secure as good a display as 
! possible for the representing of each 


nation, and there were miJiy pictures 
and 
furnishing 
articles 
loaned by 


private persons, the lists being in the 
hands of the various chairmen. 


One of the most valuable p'fes lost 


was the handsome flag of the A. O. H., 
which was burned. The Italian society 
also lost a flag. Mrs. Goodrich lost a 
valuable- set of pictures and mementos 
sent from the Philippines by her son, 
Paul Goodrich. A number of Cuban 
souvenirs and relics were also missing, 
these being loaned by Major Whipple. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Wright lost a good 


many valuable paintings, and' Joseph 
Hosasco lost some fine pictures, which 
were in the Italian booth. Cluett & 
Sons had loaned a $65 music 
box 


which was destroyed, and C. H. Cut- 
ting had a number of articles which 
were lost. Some very valuable oriental 
rugs were saved. There was quite a 
quantity of valued silver which could 
not be found this morning, but is Sup- 
posed to have been taken to some place 
of safety. 


.Officers were on guard at the build- 


ing' as soon as the alarm was given to 
prevent thefts, and while the church 
was open this morning an officer was 
detailed to guard the contents.

tremes. 
Compared with Sousa's, it 


had 
not the 
convincing swing and 


irres'stible rhythm. 
But it had a 


solidity and sustained force that should 
stamp a real "brass band." 


The orchestration was peculiar, in 


the predominance of wood over the 
brass, and the effect was decidedly 
pleasing. Tho program 
was 
sharply 


divided, the second part being given up 
to lighter selections. In this part, the 
audience enjoyed itself as well as the 
music, 
and 
when all rose and bang 


"The 
Star 
Spangled 
Banner" 
and 


"America" with the band, it was a 
fitting conclusion to a concert that was 
really appreciated. 


Lieutenant Godfrey does not believe 


in answering encores, except for his 
soloists, but they were forced into it. 
And 
he has 
soloists of whom any 


leader and any country could be proud. 
Mr. Redfern showed unexpected pos- 
sibilities in the flute when he played 
"Grand Air," and "The Carnival of 
Venice" as an encore. But the triumph 
of the evening, artistically, was Mr. 
Kettlewell's cornet solo, "The Child- 
ren's Home," which he followed, after 
a couple of minutes of cheering, with 
"Killarney." 


The closing selection, an arrangement 


by Godfrey, included enough national 
airs at the enu to show the enthusiasm
